Wholesale.  Kidnapping  of  ftjtitu  Sea  Is- 
■  tinders — A  Horrible  Series  of  Out- 
rages. 

Recent  English  papers  furnished  some  in 
terestin?  particulars  of  the  kidnapping  of 
South  Sea  Islanders  by  Peruvian  siavedeal- 
'ers  which  has  excited  so  much  horror  and 
..indignation  in  the  Australian  coionies  At 
a  recent  meeting  in  Sydney,  a  clergyman 
who  was  many  years  n  missionary  in  Wes- 
,  iem  Poiynesia,  said  that  early  this  year  as 
many  as  from  one  thousand  five  hundred  to 
two  thousand  hapless  beings,  collected  from 

■  the  different  islands,  had  been  conveyed  to 
Sooth  America,  and  at  this  date  the  traffic 
is  being  carried  on  with  unabated  vigor. 

It  is  known  that  twenty -five  vessels  have 
been  filled  out  in  Callao,  under  pretext  that 
they  were  going  to  South  Sea  Isiands  to  hire 
laborers,  but  in  every  case  they  have  been 
used  to  carry  off  the  natives  who  feil  into 
their -clutches.  Their  dealers  have  a  depot 
on  an  islc-nd  called  Easier  Island.  This 
island  is  about  3o  miles  in  circuit.  It  lies 
in  longitude  109  W.,  and  latitude  27  S.  It 
is  said  they  have  completely  swept  the  is- 
land of  its  inhabitants.  Seven  vessels  as- 
sembled off  the  island,  sent  onshore  most 
of  their  crews,  no  doubt  thoroughly  armed, 
surrounded  the  natives  and  carried  them  off. 
Having  carried  off -the  people  they  took 
ho^s,  poultry  nnd  wiiatever  else  they  desir- 
(d,  and  burned  the  houses,  reserving,  no 
doubt,  as  many  as  they  wauled  for  their 
own  purposes 

■  '  To  this  island  the  s'uversr  arrv  the  wretch- 
ed beings  whom  they  manage  to  seize,  nnd  a 
schooner  plies  between  the  island  and  the 
coast,  carrying  cargo  after  cargo  to  slavery 

'  and  dealh.  These  vessels  are  said  to  he  in 
whole  or  in  part  owned  by  a  mercantile 
house  in  Callao,  and  this  house  is  further 
said  to  be  connected  wilh  a  firm  in  Liver- 
pool. 

On  board  one  vessel  that  called  off  Samoa 
there  were  three  hundred  natives  of  differ- 
ent islands,  and  the  caplain /wished  to  ob- 
tain four  hundred  more  to  complete  his  car- 
go. It  is  said  that  ibe  dealers  express  a  de- 
termination to  increase  the  number  of  their 
victims  to  ten  thousand.  The  following 
incident  of  the  kidnapping  operations  is 
given : 

A  vessel  loaded  with  captives,  on  the  sec- 
ond day  alter  they  had  been  got  on  board, 
stood  in  toward  the  shore.  Some  uatives, 
ignorant  of  the  character  of  the  ship,  ami 
of  what  had  transpired,  went  on  board. 
Those  in  conlinemeni  recognized  the  well- 
known  80uudsof  their  native  tongue.  They 
shouted  for  help,  but  of  couse  in  vain.  By 
desperate  efforts  they  succeeded  in  breaking 
a  hole  in  the  door  large  enough  to  let  one 
through  at  a  lime.  A  number  succeeded  in 
reaching  the  deck,  and  rushed  over  the  ship's 
side  into  the  sea.  but  there  were  only  two 
or  three  small  canoes,  land  was  a  long  way 
off,  and  some  were  not  able  to  swim  well. 
The  wretches  on  board  fired  from  the  deck 
Upon  tile  helpless-nativee  in  the  canoes  and 
the  witter.  A  boat  was  lowered,  and  many 
wererecaptured  Seven  only  escaped.  Among 
those  carried  uff  were  thirteen  church  mem- 
bers, any  many  candidates.  Eighteen  wives 
are  left  without  husbands,  and  sixty-three 
children  are  deprived- of  their  lathers.

If  they  assented, 
the  North  would  be  a  unit,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  abolitionists,  who  would  not  car- 
ry more  than  two  States  for  their  theory  of 
subjuMtioo,  extermination,  ruination,  and 
damnation.  If,  on  the  other  ban  I,  the  radi- 
cals should  get  the  ascendancy  in  the  con- 
ventions, and  say  no  to  the  propositions  for 
restoring  the  Union  as  it  was,  then  they 
would  fall  into  a  lesser  minority  than  did  the 
Whig  party  of  1352."

The  enemy,  who  had  access  to  all  the  ap- 
pliinces  and  improvements  that  science  has 
invented  lo  carry  on  modern  warfare,  can 
boast  first  class  guns,  the  best  of  ammuni- 
tion, and  mugnificient  artillerymen.  Besides 
this,  they  have  everything  they  require  in 
abundance,  not  to  say  profusion.  For  in- 
stance, whenever  we  dared  to  fire  a  shot 
from,  say  a  12-pounder  howi(zer,  the  enemy 
would  concentrate  upon  it  perhaps  teu  to 
fifteen  20-pounder  Parrott  guns,  and  would 
maintain  a  fire  of  perhaps  two  or  three  hours 
duration,  throwing  several  hundred  shot  and 
shell  into,  around,  or  over  theoft'eading  bat- 
tery. They  fired  with  the  utmost  precision,  and 
they  had  attained  such  an  excellent  position, 
and  such  close  proximity,  that  their  rifled  pro 
jeotiles  flew  in  many  cases  right  through  ten 
feet  of  earth,  to  strike  and  bnralon  whatever 
might  be  in  the  work.  We  had  no  resource

"C.  Griffiu's  compliments  to  Col.  Blaine 
Would  be  exceedingly  obliged  to  hint  to  or- 
der one  barrel  of  beef  and  one  of  pork,  to  be 
made  up  in  the  best  manner,  for  the  table 
uie  of  C.  G.  He  did  not  intend  to  have 
troubled  the  public  officers  in  this  way,  and 
finding  it  impossible  to  maintain  his  house 
at  the  market  prices  without  absolute  de- 
struction, solicited  to  return  home,  but  the 
Stale  nol  graining  his  request,  he  is  obliged 
to  have  recourse  to  some  few  articles  from 
the  Continent  C.  Griffin  has  also  received 
from  time  to  time  a  few  barrels  of  flour,  but 
so  unlucky  as  never  to  get  but  one  that  was 
good,  and  which  was  iutended  for  another 
member  of  Congress.  Therefore,  if  Col.

A  Spirited  Fight.— Captain  G.  P.  Stone, 
Twenty-fourth  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry, 
was  sent  out  accompanied  by  twelve  men, 
to  Monroe  county,  Kentucky,  to  recover 
some  Government  property  which  had  been 
stolen  by  the  rebels  and  left  at  Peter's  Creek 
He  started  on  the  evening  of  the  3d  inst., 
and  on  the  night  of  the  5th  encamped  at 
Bethlehem  Meeting  house,  in  that  county, 
where  he  received  intelligence  from  a  trust- 
worthy source  that  rebel  cavalry  was  then 
in  the  immediate  neighborhood,  and  would 
be  at  the  meeting  house  that  night.  Captain 
Stone  says  that  after  the  boys  had  laid  down 
lo  get  a  few  moments'  rest,  he  went  a  short 
distance  to  reconnoitre,  and  distinctly  beard 
the  pound  of  approaching  horsemen.  Sus- 
pecting them  to  be  the  enemy,  he  aroused 
liis  men,  and  they  silently  awaited  the  rebel 
advance.  About  twenty-five  of  the  party 
came  in  sight,  and  went  directly  toward  the 
meeling-house,  when,  observing  two  of  the 
horses  of  our  party,  which  had  in  the  flurry 
of  the  moment  been  imperfectly  hid,  they 
commenced  cautiously  an  examination  of 
the  premises.  The  auspicious  moment  ar- 
rived, and  our  men  let  fly  their  twelve  car- 
bines into  the  ranks  of  the  foe,  who  were 
thrown  into  disorder,  not  dreaming  of  the 
proximity  of  our  boys.  They  rallied  and 
returned  the  fire,  however,  but  without  effect. 
They  could  not.  reach  Captain  Stone's  gal- 
lant men,  secured,  as  they  were,  undercover. 
Another  well-directed  volley  dispersed  the 
rebel  forces  effectually.  They  got  hold  of 
Caplain  Stone's  horses  and  a  carbine,  which 
they  carried  of  with  them.  None  of  our 
men  were  injured.  Four  of  the  rebels  were 
killed  outright,  ami  three  were  wounded. 
They  also  lost  one  horse,  killed.  This  was 
a  gallant  little  exploit,  for  which  Captain 
Stone  and  his  brave  men  deserve  great  credit.

The  Conscription  Law — Important  De- 
cision.— Judge  Cadwalader,  of  the  United 
States  District  Court  in  Philadelphia,  decided 
an  interesting  case  a  few  days  ago  It  ap- 
pears that  a  man  named  Stingle,  who  alleg- 
ed that  he  was  between  thirty-five  and  forty- 
rive  years  of  age,  and  married,  was  drafted 
in  the  first  class  to  be  called  on  for  military 
service.  He  claimed  exemptiou,  bul  the 
board  of  enrollment,  after  hearing  evidence, 
disallowed  his  claim  and  ordered  him  to 
report  for  duty.  Stingle.  under  the  impres- 
sion that  Congress  did  not  contemplate,  in 
passing  the  act,  that  the  decision  of  the  board 
of  enrollment  should  be  final  upon  claims 
for  exemption,  took  ft  writ  of  habeas  corpus 
before  Judge  Cadwalader,  who  after  hearing 
the  same,  decided  that  the  decision  of  the 
board  was  not  final,  and  that  no  person  over 
thirty-five  years  of  age,  if  married,  could  be 
legally  drafted  in  the  first  class.

The  bottles  which 
contained  them  have  iu  a  great  number  of 
cases  been  returned  to  the  Medical  Purveyor 
at  this  point.  The  great  trouble  now  with 
the  Commission  is  to  obtain  bottles  for  the 
purpose  of  a^ain  filling  them  for  army  use. 
The  Purveyor  here  has  thousands  and  would 
gladly  be  rid  of  them,  but  we  learn  that  the 
Surgeon  General  at  Washington  informs  the 
Commission  that  he  cannot  authorize  their 
delivery  for  such  a  purpose,  ks  there  is  noth- 
ing in  the  Regulations  tojustify  ihe  delivery 
of  Government  property  except  in  the  regu- 
lar way. 

To  those  »  ho  know  lite  immense  useful- 
ness'of  our  Sanitary  Commission,  the  above 
will  appear  an  outrage  of  no  small  charac- 
ter. The  property  detained  by  the  Medical 
Department  is  (bat  voluntarily  contributed

The  Gajie  Law  Amended.  —  Sportsmen 
would  do  well  to  bear  in  mind  thatlhe  Ken- 
tucky Legislature,  on  the  3d  day  of  March, 
1363,  made  an  amendment  to  the  game  law 
as  follows:  No  quail,  partridge  or  pheasant 
shall  be  killed  between  the  1st  day  of  March 
and  the  1st  day  of  October;  nor  shall  any 
duck,  wild  goose,  teal  or  other  wild  ducks  be 
killed  from  the  1st  of  May  until  the  15th 
day  of  September;  nor  woodcock  from  the 
lsl  of  January  till  the  1st  of  June  any  where 
in  Kentucky;  nor  shall  any  one  have  the 
same  for  sale  or  in  possession,  under  the 
penalty  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more 
than  fifteen  dollars  fine,  ttnd  costs  of  suit

Mountain  Specters. —  It  is  well  kuown 
that  in  the  Harts  mountains,  in  Germany, 
there  is  occasionally  seen  the  image  of  a 
man  reflected  on  the  clouds,  the  illusion  be. 
ing  the  effect  of  reflection  from  the  person 
of  the  spectator.  We  observe,  in  reading  an 
account  of  Mount  Mansfield,  in  Vermont 
that  the  Rev  Dr  Kirk,  of  Boston,  was  re- 
cently treated  there  with  a  specter  of  him- 
self, so  that  we,  too,  bave  our  mountain  illn 
sious : 

Dr.  Kirk  states  that  one  afternoon  he  saw 
the  form  of  the  Nose  (an  elevated  point  of 
the  mountain)  distinctly  shadowed  on  a  pass- 
ing cloud.  It  suggested  itself  to  him  that  he 
might  become  a  part  of  the  sky  picture;  so 
ascending  to  the  top  of  the  Nose  he  saw  his 
owu  image,  but  of  monstrous  size.  Spread- 
ing his  arms,  enveloped  in  his  cloak,  two 
mighty  wings,  seemingly,  spread  out  iu  the 
sky.  The  peculiar  position  of  the  suu  and 
clouds  which  produced  this  does  not  oflen 
occur;  hence  the  phenomenon  is  rarely  seen.

The  Nashville  Press,  of  Tuesday,  says:

V.  Those  claiming  allegiance  to  the  re- 
bellion, or  whocannot  or  will  not  give  satis-

New  Bass  of  Rosso rass'  Si  pi-lies  —  A 
letter  from  Stevenson,  Alabama,  says  filial 
arrangements  have  been  made  to  com- 
plete the  Northwest  Railroad  leading  in  a 
southwest  direction  from  Nashville  to  the 
Tennessee  river.  This  road  was  projected 
before  the  war,  and  all  the  grading  had 
been  done,  except  a  distance  of  four  miles, 
at  ibe  time  of  its  abandonment.  The  entire 
length  of  the  road  is  seventy-five  miles.  The 
iron  is  ready  for  it,  aud  a  large  force  has 
been  placed  at  work  to  complete  it.  With- 
in the  next  two  months  it  will  be  finished, 
and  Rosecrans'  army  need  no  longer  rely 
on  the  crowded  Louisville  and  Nashville 
road  for  its  necessities.  Boats  can  ascend 
the  Tennessee  river  at  all  seasons  to  the 
point  where  the  road  terminates,  and  sup- 
plies can  be  run  into  Nashville  at  a  much 
more  expeditious  rate  than  through  the  old 
channels.  The  Memphis  and  Charleston 
road  could  be  restored  without  serious  labor. 
Tbe  only  important  bridge  missing  is  that 
at  Decatur,  over  the  Tennessee  It  will  be 
seen,  therefore,  that  the  advance  of  this 
army  will  not  depend  upon  one  slender  iron 
parallel,  when  these  improvements  are  com-
